Reconsideration is respectfully requested. Claims 36 and 79 have been amended. 
After entry of this amendment, claims 32-43, 77-86 and 1 12-149 will be pending. 

After mailing the response to the Office Action on September 24, 2001, Applicant 
noted a typographical error in claims 36 and 79 in the spelling of "kafirins". This 
typographical error has been corrected with this response. 

Attached hereto is a marked up version of the changes made to the specification 
and claims by the current amendment.
